Willie Brown played master of 
veremomies, raffling off tickets 
to the lew remaining seats on 
the dais. Men Jumped at the 
chance to place their ladies on 
the throne, only to find later 
that the secret service would 
refuse them. Dave Duncan, from 
that other championship team, 
the Oakland A’s was there, just 
to say a few words. A quick 
endorsement and a garbled 
goodbye 

Five thousand people had paid 
their two dollars and fifty cents, 
however, to see the next 
president of the United States, 
and no one else’ 

McGovern’s first rem. -ks 
cOncerned the recent reports 
from Hanoi that there would be 
a ceasefire soon. He expressed 
h thoughts that President 
Nixon. “however late in the day 
it 1s, is finally coming around.” 
His most vociferous remarks 
were directed against South 
Vietnamese president. Thieu 
Thieu had made remarks earlier 
in the day that no peace would 
be established until he 
personally signed the agreement. 
“He said that he wouldn’t let us 
dictate peace to him,” 
McGovern said. “‘if | was 
president | would say, you, Mr. 
Thieu, would not dictate war to 

us.” 

He received a burst of applause, 
one of many, when he 
announced “we can only mourn 
for the four years of war that
